Poultry Industry In Alberta 


Production Last Year Was Worth 
Three Million Dollars 

Alberta’s rapid expansion as a mixed 
farming province jn recent years has 
brought about a development of 
branches of farming hitherto neglect- 
ed, especially that of poultry raising. 
Three years ago this province was a 
heavy importer of eggs and _ other 
poultry products in order to meet 
domestic requirements, but the farm- 
ers, realizing that poultry raising was 
a valuable adjunct to their regular ac- 
tividles, have lately increased produc- 
tion to such a degree that the prov- 
ince produced over 29,000,000 dozen 
eges of a value of $5,796,000. In ad- 
dition some 6,200,000 pounds of live 
and dressed poultry, worth $3,120,000, 
were handled by commercial houses, 
making a total production for the year 
of $8,196,009.

The Snow Motor is a wierd looking contrivance 
which rides the crests of the deepest snow drifts, 
climbs over fences, stands on its double-barrelied nose 
and drags its great loads behind it without any ap- 
parent effort. As manufactured-at present it is at- 
tached to Fordson ,tractors which provide its motive 
power. Later it will also be used on standard auto- 
mobiles, when it will travel at a rate of twenty-four 
miles an hour. 

Stripped of its motive power it consists of two 
cigar shaped cylinders or drums to which flanges, 
resembling cork screws are atteched. These. cylin- 
ders literally float on the top of -now drifts, for they 
displace snow equal -in weight to the weight of the 
machine, just as a boat displaces water in propor- 
tion to its own tonnage. For heavy hauling the Ford- 
son Tractor stripped of its wheels and axles, ts 
mounted on the Snow Motor and the cylinders are 
revolve with the result that the Motor 
worms its way along by means of the screw arrange- 
ment on the cylinders. For lighter, or passenger 
traffic, the wheels and axles of an automobile are 
removed and replaced by the Snow-Motor. In sum- 
mer the wheels can be put back again.

Centenary - Of London Busses 


First Real Omnibus Was Put 
Streets at Nantes In 18625 

Among the numerous centenaries 
which may be celebrated this year if 
anyone feels disposed, is that of the 
omnibus, 

The omnibus “for all” was, of 

course, a direct. descendant of the 

; stage coach, which flourished in Eng- 
land until it was superseded by the 
railway. But the first real omnibus, 
j carrying passengers for short dis- 
tances in towns, seems to havo been 
put on the streets at Nantes in the 
S| summer of 1825. 

Mr. Shilibeer, formerly 9 coach- 
maker in Paris, started a Ino of buses 
jin London in 1829, the route being 
from Paddington to the Bank, and tho 
fare one shilling “all the way.” 

After that the development was falr- 
ly rapid, and seats on the roof be- 
came common. It was not until 1855 
came into existence, 
absorbing a number of smaller firms 
and beginning with 580 buses.

This 
is claimed to have been accomplished 
by the surveyor of Northwich, Eng- 
land, in just under threo years.
